This act enacts a new chapter in the Judicial Coderegarding child protective orders. It
providesfor thefiling of a petition, notice to the parties, appointment of a guardian ad
litem, and hearings. Provision isalso madefor thereview or expiration of theorder. The
act also requiresthat the order be entered into the statewide domestic violence network.

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Service of process -- Duties of the court.

(1) If it appears from a petition for an order for protection or a petition to modify an
order for protection that domestic violence or abuse has occurred or a modification of an order
for protection is required, a court may:

(a) without notice, immediately issue an order for protection ex parte or modify an order
for protection ex parte asit considers necessary to protect the petitioner and all parties named to
be protected in the petition; or

(b) upon notice, issue an order for protection or modify an order after a hearing, whether
or not the respondent appears.

(2) A court may grant the following relief without notice in an order for protection or a
modification issued ex parte:

(a) enjoin the respondent from threatening to commit or committing domestic violence or
abuse against the petitioner and any designated family or household member;

(b) prohibit the respondent from harassing, telephoning, contacting, or otherwise
communicating with the petitioner, directly or indirectly;

(c) order that the respondent is excluded from the petitioner's residence and its premises,
and order the respondent to stay away from the residence, school, or place of employment of the
petitioner, and the premises of any of these, or any specified place frequented by the petitioner
and any designated family or household member;

(e) order possession and use of an automobile and other essential personal effects, and
direct the appropriate law enforcement officer to accompany the petitioner to the residence of the
parties to ensure that the petitioner is safely restored to possession of the residence, automobile,
and other essential personal effects, or to supervise the petitioner's or respondent’s removal of
persona belongings,

(f) grant to the petitioner temporary custody of any minor children [te] of the [petitioner]

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parties;

(g) order any further relief that the court considers necessary to provide for the safety and
welfare of the petitioner and any designated family or household member; and

(h) if the petition requests child support or spousal support, at the hearing on the petition
order both parties to provide verification of current income, including year-to-date pay stubs or
employer statements of year-to-date or other period of earnings, as specified by the court, and
complete copies of tax returns from at least the most recent year.

(3) A court may grant the following relief in an order for protection or a modification of
an order after notice and hearing, whether or not the respondent appears:

(&) grant the relief described in Subsection (2); and

(b) specify arrangements for parent-time of any minor child by the respondent and
require supervision of that parent-time by athird party or deny parent-time if necessary to protect
the safety of the petitioner or child.

(4) Following the protective order hearing, the court shall:

() assoon as possible, deliver the order to the county sheriff for service of process;

(b) make reasonable efforts to ensure that the order for protection is understood by the
petitioner, and the respondent, if present;

(c) transmit, by the end of the next business day after the order isissued, a copy of the
order for protection to the local law enforcement agency or agencies designated by the petitioner;
and

(d) transmit a copy of the order to the statewide domestic violence network described in
Section 30-6-8.

(5) (&) Each protective order shall include two separate portions, one for provisions, the
violation of which are criminal offenses, and one for provisions, the violation of which are civil
violations, as follows:

(i) criminal offenses are those under Subsections (2)(a) through (€), and under
Subsection (3)(a) asit refers to Subsections (2)(a) through (e); and

(i) civil offenses are those under Subsections (2)(f) through (h), and Subsection (3)(a) as

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it refers to Subsections (2)(f) through (h).

(b) Thecriminal provision portion shall include a statement that violation of any criminal
provisionisaclass A misdemeanor.

(c) Thecivil provision portion shall include a notice that violation of or failure to comply
with acivil provision is subject to contempt proceedings.

(6) The protective order shall include:

(@) adesignation of a specific date, determined by the court, when the civil portion of the
protective order either expires or is scheduled for review by the court, which date may not exceed
150 days after the date the order isissued, unless the court indicates on the record the reason for
setting a date beyond 150 days;

(b) information the petitioner is able to provide to facilitate identification of the
respondent, such as Social Security number, driver license number, date of birth, address,
telephone number, and physical description; and

(c) astatement advising the petitioner that:

(i) after three years from the date of issuance of the protective order, a hearing may be
held to dismiss the criminal portion of the protective order;

(ii) the petitioner should, within the 30 days prior to the end of the three-year period,
advise the court of the petitioner's current address for notice of any hearing; and

(iii) the address provided by the petitioner will not be made available to the respondent.

(7) Child support and spouse support orders issued as part of a protective order are
subject to mandatory income withholding under Title 62A, Chapter 11, Part 4, Income
Withholding in IV-D Cases, and Title 62A, Chapter 11, Part 5, Income Withholding in Non IV-D
Cases, except when the protective order isissued ex parte.

(8) (a) The county sheriff that receives the order from the court, pursuant to Subsection
(5)(@), shall provide expedited service for orders for protection issued in accordance with this
chapter, and shall transmit verification of service of process, when the order has been served, to
the statewide domestic violence network described in Section 30-6-8.

(b) This section does not prohibit any law enforcement agency from providing service of
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processif that law enforcement agency:

(i) has contact with the respondent and service by that law enforcement agency is
possible; or

(ii) determines that under the circumstances, providing service of process on the
respondent isin the best interests of the petitioner.

(9) () When an order is served on arespondent in ajail or other holding facility, the law
enforcement agency managing the facility shall make a reasonable effort to provide notice to the
petitioner at the time the respondent is released from incarceration.

(b) Notification of the petitioner shall consist of a good faith reasonable effort to provide
notification, including mailing a copy of the notification to the last-known address of the victim.

(20) [f®] A court may modify or vacate an order of protection or any provisionsin the
order after notice and hearing, except [astimited-tnder-Sabsection(10){tb)y—(b)—Criminat] that
the criminal provisions of a protective order may not be vacated within [three] two years of
issuance unless the petitioner[+H}]:

(a) ispersonally served with notice of the hearing as provided in Rules 4 and 5, Utah
Rules of Civil Procedure, and the petitioner personally appears before the court and gives
specific consent to the vacation of the criminal provisions of the protective order; or

(11) A protective order may be modified without a showing of substantial and material
change in circumstances.

(12) Insofar asthe provisions of this chapter are more specific than the Utah Rules of
Civil Procedure, regarding protective orders, the provisions of this chapter govern.

When a protective order exists and a divorce proceeding is pending between the same

parties named in the protective order, the protective order shall be dismissed when the court

issues a decree of divorce for the partiesif the petitioner in the protective order action is present
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or has been given notice in both the divorce and protective order action of the hearing, and the

court specifically finds that the order need not continue. |If the court dismisses the protective

order, the court shall immediately issue an order of dismissal to befiled in the protective order

action and transmit a copy of the order of dismissal to the statewide domestic violence network
as described in Section 30-6-8.

62A-4a-412. Reportsand information confidential.

(1) Except as otherwise provided in this chapter, reports made pursuant to this part, as
well as any other information in the possession of the division obtained as the result of areport
are private, protected, or controlled records under Title 63, Chapter 2, Government Records
Access and Management Act, and may only be made available to:

(a) apolice or law enforcement agency investigating a report of known or suspected child
abuse or neglect;

(b) aphysician who reasonably believes that a child may be the subject of abuse or
neglect;

(c) an agency that has responsibility or authority to care for, treat, or supervise a child
who is the subject of areport;

(d) acontract provider that has a written contract with the division to render servicesto a
child who is the subject of areport;

(e) any subject of the report, the natural parents of the minor, and the guardian ad litem;

(f) acourt, upon afinding that access to the records may be necessary for the
determination of an issue before it, provided that in adivorce, custody, or related proceeding
between private parties, the record aloneis:

(i) limited to objective or undisputed facts that were verified at the time of the
investigation; and

(2) (&) No person, unless listed in Subsection (1), may request another person to obtain or
release areport or any other information in the possession of the division obtained as a result of
the report that is available under Subsection (1)(k) to screen for potential perpetrators of child
abuse or neglect.

(b) A person who requests information knowing that it is a violation of Subsection (2)(a)
to do so is subject to the criminal penalty in Subsection (4).

(3) Except as provided in Section 62A-4a-116.3, the division and law enforcement
officials shall ensure the anonymity of the person or persons making the initial report and any
othersinvolved in its subsequent investigation.

(4) Any person who wilfully permits, or aides and abets the release of data or

information obtained as a result of this part, in the possession of the division or contained on any
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part of the Management Information System, in violation of this part or Sections 62A-4a-116
through 62A-4a-116.3, is guilty of aclass C misdemeanor.

(1) Any person who isthe respondent or defendant subject to a protective order, child
protective order, ex parte protective order, or ex parte child protective order issued under Title
30, Chapter 6, Cohabitant Abuse Act, or Title 78, Chapter 3a, Juvenile Court Act of 1996, Title

77, Chapter 36, Cohabitant Abuse Procedures Act, or aforeign protective order as described in
Section 30-6-12, who intentionally or knowingly violates that order after having been properly
served, is guilty of aclass A misdemeanor, except as a greater penalty may be provided in Title
77, Chapter 36, Cohabitant Abuse Procedures Act.

(1) A law enforcement officer who responds to an allegation of domestic violence shall
use all reasonable means to protect the victim and prevent further violence, including:

(a) taking the action that, in the officer's discretion, is reasonably necessary to provide for
the safety of the victim and any family or household member;

(b) confiscating the weapon or weapons involved in the alleged domestic violence;

(c) making arrangements for the victim and any child to obtain emergency housing or
shelter;

(d) providing protection [fef] while the victim [white-he-or-she] removes essential
personal effects;

(e) arrange, facilitate, or provide for the victim and any child to obtain medical treatment;
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and

(f) arrange, facilitate, or provide the victim with immediate and adequate notice of the
rights of victims and of the remedies and services available to victims of domestic violence, in
accordance with Subsection (2).

(2) (a) A law enforcement officer shall give written notice to the victim in simple
language, describing the rights and remedies available [to-her] under this chapter [and)], Title 30,
Chapter 6, Cohabitant Abuse Act, and Title 78, Chapter 3h, Child Protective Orders.

(b) The written notice shall also include:

(i) astatement that the forms needed in order to obtain an order for protection are
available from the [distriet] court clerk's office in the judicia district where the victim resides or
istemporarily domiciled,;

(ii) alist of shelters, services, and resources available in the appropriate community,
together with telephone numbers, to assist the victim in accessing any needed assistance; and

(iii) theinformation required to be provided to both parties in accordance with

(1) A law enforcement officer shall, without awarrant, arrest an alleged perpetrator
whenever [hehas| there is probable cause to believe that the alleged perpetrator has violated any
of the provisions of an ex parte protective order or protective order.

(2) (@ Intentional or knowing violation of any ex parte protective order or protective
order isaclass A misdemeanor, in accordance with Section 76-5-108, and is a domestic violence
offense, pursuant to Section 77-36-1.

(b) Second or subsequent violations of ex parte protective orders or protective orders
carry increased penalties, in accordance with Section 77-36-1.1.

(3) Asusedinthissection, "ex parte protective order” or "protective order” includes any

protective order or ex parte protective order issued under Title 30, Chapter 6, Cohabitant Abuse

Act, or Title 77, Chapter 36, Cohabitant Abuse Procedures Act, any child protective order or ex
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parte child protective order issued under Title 78, Chapter 3h, Child Protective Orders, or a

77-36-2.5. Conditionsfor release after arrest for domestic violence.

(1) Upon arrest for domestic violence, a person may not be released on bail,
recognizance, or otherwise prior to the close of the next court day following the arrest, unless as
acondition of that release he is ordered by the court or agrees in writing that until the expiration
of that time he will:

(a) have no personal contact with the alleged victim;

(b) not threaten or harass the alleged victim; and

(c) not knowingly enter onto the premises of the alleged victim's residence or any
premises temporarily occupied by the alleged victim.

(2) Asacondition of release, the court may order the defendant to participate in an
el ectronic monitoring program [describedH-Section-36-6-4-8;] and pay the costs associated with
the program.

(3) (8) Subsequent to an arrest for domestic violence, an alleged victim may waivein
writing any or al of the requirements described in Subsection (1). Upon waiver, those
requirements shall not apply to the alleged perpetrator.

(b) () When aperson isreleased pursuant to Subsection (1) based on awritten
agreement, the releasing agency shall transmit that information to the statewide domestic
violence network described in Section 30-6-8.

(c) This Subsection (4) does not create or increase liability of alaw enforcement officer
or agency, and the good faith immunity provided by Section 77-36-8 is applicable.

(5) (@) If alaw enforcement officer has probable cause to believe that a person has
violated a court order or agreement executed pursuant to Subsection (1) the officer shall, without
awarrant, arrest the alleged violator.

(c) the date and time, absent modification by a court or magistrate, that the requirements
expire;

(8) In addition to the provisions of Subsections (1) through (6), because of the unique
and highly emotional nature of domestic violence crimes, the high recidivism rate of violent
offenders, and the demonstrated increased risk of continued acts of violence subsequent to the
release of an offender who has been arrested for domestic violence, it is the finding of the
Legidature that domestic violence crimes, as defined in Section 77-36-1, are crimes for which
bail may be denied if there is substantial evidence to support the charge, and if the court finds by
clear and convincing evidence that the alleged perpetrator would constitute a substantial danger
to an alleged victim of domestic violence if released on bail. If bail is denied under this
Subsection (8), it shall be under the terms and conditions described in Subsections (1) through
(6).

77-36-2.6. Appearance of defendant required -- Deter minations by court.

(1) A defendant who has been arrested for an offense involving domestic violence shall
appear in person before the court or amagistrate within one judicial day after the arrest.

(2) A defendant who has been charged by citation, indictment, or information with an
offense involving domestic violence but has not been arrested, shall appear before the court in
person for arraignment as soon as practicable, but no later than 14 days after the next day on
which court isin session following the issuance of the citation or the filing of the indictment or
information.

(3) At thetime of an appearance under Subsection (1) or (2), the court shall determine
the necessity of imposing a protective order or other condition of pretrial release including, but
not limited to, participating in an electronic monitoring program [deseribec-Seetion-36-6-4-8;

(1) When adefendant isfound guilty of acrime and a condition of the sentence restricts
the defendant's contact with the victim, an order may be issued or, if one has already been issued,
it may be extended for the length of the defendant's probation. The order shall be in writing, and
the prosecutor shall provide a certified copy of that order to the victim.

(2) Indetermining its sentence the court, in addition to penalties otherwise provided by
law, may require the defendant to participate in an electronic monitoring program[;-as-described
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(3) The court may also require the defendant to pay all or part of the costs of counseling
incurred by the victim, aswell as the costs for defendant's own counseling.

(4) The court shall:

(a) assess against the defendant, as restitution, any costs for services or treatment

release. Notice to the petitioner consists of a prompt, good faith effort to provide notice,

including mailing the notice to the petitioner's last-known address.

(4) Child support orders issued as part of achild protective order are subject to

mandatory income withholding under Title 62A, Chapter 11, Part 4, Income Withholding in
IV-D Cases, and Title 62A, Chapter 11, Part 5, Income Withholding in Non IV -D Cases.

(5) After notice and hearing a court may modify or vacate a child protective order

without a showing of substantial and material change in circumstances, except that the criminal

provisions of the child protective order may not be vacated within two years of issuance unless

the petitioner:
(a) is personally served with notice of the hearing as provided in Rule 4, Utah Rules of

Civil Procedure, and the petitioner personally appears before the court and gives specific consent

to the vacation of the crimina provisions of the protective order; or

(b) submits a verified affidavit, stating agreement to the vacation of the criminal

provisions of the protective order.

(6) Thecivil provisions of the child protective order expire 150 days after the date of the

pretrial hearing unless adifferent date is set by the court. The court may not set a date more than

150 days after the date of the pretrial hearing without afinding of good cause. The court may

review and extend the expiration date, but may not extend it to more than 150 days after the date

of the pretrial hearing without afinding of good cause. Any civil provision of the child

protective order assimilated into the order remains effective until the minor is 18 years of age

unless otherwise ordered by the court.

(1) The Administrative Office of the Courts shall adopt and make available uniform

forms for petitions and orders conforming to this part. The forms shall notify the petitioner that:

(a)_aknowing falsehood in any statement under oath may subject the petitioner to felony

prosecution;
(b) the petitioner may provide a copy of the order to the principal of the minor's school;

and

(c) the petitioner may enforce a court order through the court if the respondent violates or

fails to comply with a provision of the order.

(2) If the petitioner is not represented, the clerk of the court shall provide, directly or

through an agent:

(a)_the forms adopted pursuant to Subsection (1):
